The seed can be sown at 
any time, and if successive sowings are made, its fragrant, modest colored flowers may be gathered 
outdoors until November. Sow in pots or boxes under glass in February or March and thin or pot off 
the seedlings to make good plants for bedding out about April 15. Sow outdoors in rows about April 
1, again regularily at intervals or about three weeks till August, a row or two at a time for succession.

Gladiolus. 


Gladioli are very easily grown. Any good soil suits them. Plant, as soon as all danger from frost 
is past, about 3 inches deep and 7 or Sinches apart. By planting at intervals up to the first of July these 
fine flowers can be had in bloom all through the summer and fall—the later to flower being the best. 
Very effective in beds, in masses or mixed with other plants. The cut-flowers keep in water for a long 
time. About end of October, when the leaves -begin to wither, the bulb should be taken up, dried in the 
open air, and then stored in a dry place from frost for planting next spring.
